Dispatches  from  the  plague- stricken 
cities  of  the  South  have  told  many  tales  of  the 
heroism  of  self-sacrificing  men  and  women 
laboring  to  alleviate  the  misery  of  their  un¬ 
fortunate  fellow-creatures.  But  once  in  a 
while  the  darker  side  of  human  nature  is 
revealed  and  we  are  shown  how  cowardly, 
selfish  aud  cruel  man  can  be.  One  of  to¬ 
day’s  telegrams  from  3Iemphis  states  that 
instances  have  come  to  light  there  of  parents 
deserting  their  children  when  they  were 
seized  by  the  dread  disease  and  of  children 
deserting  their  parents  under  similar  cir¬ 
cumstances.  It  is  also  related  that  while  a 
certain  prominent  citizen  was  absent  his 
wife  and  children  were  taken  down  with  yel- 
low  fever;  that  the  husband  aud  father  was 
telegraphed  for  but  came  not,  sending  word 
“take  care  of  my  family;”  that  the  wife 
(died  and  the  chjldren  were  taken  to  the  city 
hospital  where  one  of  them  also  died.

2d  of  March,  and  the  same  night  Cameron 
withdrew  or  countermanded  it.  Before 
President  Grant  learned  of  the  insubordina¬ 
tion  of  his  secretary,  he  and  the  secretary 
were  both  out  of  offiee,  so  that  there  was  no 
opportunity  to  call  the  intermeddling  subor¬ 
dinate  to  a  reckoning.

Taking  Part. 

Secretary  Sherman  gives  out  that  he  will 
take  part  in  the  opening  congressional  can¬ 
vass  in  Ohio.  He  began  operations  with  a 
speech  at  Toledo  on  the  6th  of  August,  and 
will  muke  speeches  at  other  points  in  the 
state  before  he  returns  to  Wasfiington.  It 
is  said  that  Secretary  3IcCrary  will  probably 
canvass  a  portion  of  Iowa,  also,  devoting 
himself  to  financial  issues  entirely. 

Secretary  Sherman  is  likely  to  do  his  party 
more  harm  than  good.  He  is  an  able  man 
and  a  most  adroit  manipulator  of  what  may 
be  called  grand  politics;  but  he  is  cold¬ 
blooded,  unsympathetic  and  unpopular.  His 
dry,  heavy  speeches  to  public  meetings  fall 
like  lumps  of  lead.

in  a  manner  recognizes  the  tact  that  bile  sus¬ 
tains  an  important  and  objective  relation  to 
tho  disease  which  the  writer  holds  constitutes 
the  Immediate  action,  and  sole  developing 
power  of  tho  disease.  Its  adaptation  to  this 
end  consists  in  the  tact  that  between  seven 
and  ten  nor  cent,  of  bile  is  alkali,  winch  is ,  as 
is  well  known,  of  itself  a  powerful  irritant; 
hence  wnen  the  bile  Infected  or  impregnated, 
so  to  speak,  by  the  specific  germs  or  seeds  of 
yellow  fever  and  the  well  recognized  period 
of  “incubation”  Is  passed,  then  the  bile  be-, 
comes  fully  qualified  to  go  forth  on  its  disease 
and  death-producing  mission,  causiug  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  vascular  and  nervous  system 
the  varied  and  variable  symptoms  which 
characterize  this  disease. 

Bile  we  affirm  constitutes  thochief  mogul  or 
active  cause  of  this  entire  class  and 
order  of  disease,  apart  from  which 
the  specific  causes,  whatever  their  nature,  are 
powerless  for  harm.  In  view  of  the  foregoing 
the  indications  of  cure  must  be  obvious  to 
every  reflecting  mind. 

It  will  be  readily  understood  that  as  against 
the  specific  cause  ot  yellow  fever  we  can  briug 
nothing  to  bear;  however  much  Is  attempted 
in  this  direction,  it  cannot  bo  shown  on 
natural  or  philosophical  principles  that  disin¬ 
fectants,  so-called,  however  lavishly  em¬ 
ployed  as  propnyiactics,  bavo  been  produc¬ 
tive  of  a  single  iota  of  good,  as  against  the 
specific  cause  of  tho  disease  or  In  the  way  of 
preventing  its  spread.  Of  the  origin,  nature, 
or  the  laws  governing  the  development,  loco¬ 
motion  and  propagation  of  the  specific 
causes  ol  yellow  fever  we  know, comparatively 
speaking,  nothing.  Neither  more  is  it  neces¬ 
sary,  in  a  practical  point  of  view,  thut  we 
should  be  able  to  delve  into  and  understand 
the  occult  or  hidden  mysteries  pertaining  to 
the  specific  cause  of  this  disease,  inasmuch  as 
It  is  perfectly  competent  lor  us  to 
know  all  about  aud  to  per¬ 
fectly  xinderstand  the  nature  and 
office  ot  the  immediate  and  aetive  cause  of 
the  disease;  and  moreover,  how  to  success¬ 
fully  combat  tho  same,  which  brings  us  to  a 
consideration  of  tho  curability  ot  this  disease. 
No  one  will  question  lor  a  moment  that  fire  is 
extingutshablo  it  the  proper  means  are  brought 
to  bear  against  it  in  the  right  time  or  seasona¬ 
bly.  Precisely  the  same  we  hold  and  maintain 
to  be  true  as  regards  tne  curability  of  this 
disease  in  order  to  which  it  is  alike  necessary 
that  the  proper  means  or  right  treatment 
shall  be  no  less  promptly  and  presistently 
brought  to  bear  against  it,  tnaa  is  requisite  in 
the  case  of  afire,  as  above  noticed. 

From  the  foregoing  fact  we  deduce 
a  two-fold  indication  of  euro,  each 
of  which  bears  directly,  and  only  against 
the  immediate  or  active  cause  of  the  disease, 
as  heretofore  shown.  The  first  indication  of 
cure  is  to  remove  the  vitiated  bile  lrom  the 
system,  or  secondly,  which  is  in  effect  the 
same  as  the  first,  to  destroy  the  bile  within 
the  ^system;  thus,  by  an  abatement  of 
tho  eause,  the  consequent  effects  must 
cease.  Thus,  on  natural  and  philosophical 
principles  we  propose  to  effect  our  euros  of 
this  disease.

Tne  only  question  on  this  point;  will  relate 
to  tho  choiceol  means.  Our  prescription  No.  1 
adapted  to  this  onu  will  be  found  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  our  treatment  of  tuis  disease. 

As  regards  destruction  of  bile  within  tho 
system,  we  are  not  unaware  that  we  are 
trenching  upon  a  radically  new  field  of 
thought  and  scientific  investigation.  Wo 
shall,  however,  approach  it  in  the  line  of 
truth  or  faet3,  nature,  reason  and  correct 
philosophical  principles,  which  cannot  be 
aainsayed  or  successfully  contradicted.  Bile, 
we  remark,  in  the  first  place,  is  a 
highly  organized  vito-clmmical  fluid  consist¬ 
ing  of  certain  elements  in  certain  definite 
proportions  ;a  prominent  constituent  of  which 
is  alkali  as  heretofore  notieed.  Honce  it  must 
iollow  that  to  destroy  bile  we  have  only  to 
bring  to  bear  against  it  in  the  circulation  an 
acid  or  other  drug  posver  having  and  sustain¬ 
ing  an  objective  relation,  or  that 

of  incompatibility  with  alkali,  or 

the  alkaloid  carbonates  of  bile, 

which,  being  destroyed,  the  organization  of 
bile  also  being  destroyed,  it  must  per  conse¬ 
quence  cease  to  be,  and  thereafter  being  inert 
matter  can  possess  no  power  for  either  good 
or  harm. 

With  this  idea  in  view  the  writer  has  insti¬ 
tuted  a  great  variety  of  expex-iments  with  bile, 
which  cannot  be  Introduced  here,  whereby  ho 
has  attained  to  the  practical  kimwledgo 
wnich  will  bo  found  embodied  in 

prescription  No.  2,  tbe  Adaptation  of  which 
to  the  proposed  end  may  be  readily  proved  bv 
any  one  whose  interest  or  cariosity  may 
prompt  them  in  this  direction;  in  order  to 
which  it  will  only  bo  necessary  to  procure  a 
four-ounce  bottle  filled  throe  parts  full  ot 
clear  water,  to  whieh  add  one  drachm  ot  fresh 
bullock’s  gall.  Shake  well.  Tlve  gall  wiii  be 
lound  largely  dilated  yet  not  in  the  least  dis¬ 
organized. 

Dissolve  one  grain,  of  pulverized  sulphate 
ot  copper  or  blue  stone  In  one  ounce  ot  water 
and  adit  the  same  to  the  tnrae  ounces  of  di¬ 
lute  bile,  and  note  well  tho  immediate  re¬ 
sult  or  change  effected  on  the  part  of  the  bile, 
which  becomes  at  once,  or  in  a  short 
time,  completely  disorganized,  which 
clearly  illusiratea  the  action  and  goes  to  show 
the  potency  ot  our  prescription  No.  2,  whioli 
answers  our  seconu  indication  ot  care  as 
against  yellow  fever. 

Without  attempting  a  further  elaboration  of 
our  views  in  this  connection  we  will  proceed 
to  give  our  treatment,  based  ou  the  above 
theory  ot  the  disease;  at  the  first  inception  of 
which,  and  there  is  always  a  beginning,  we 
employ  to  remove  tlie  bile  prescription  No.  1, 
as  given  below.  Dose,  a  tablespooulul  night 
and  morning  till  two  to  lour  doses  are  taken, 
unless  a  rapid  and  thorough  removal  of  the 
biio  is  effected  by  a  less  number  of  doses. 

Iu  case  tho  disease  has  already  run 
through  its  developing  stage,  and  thus  has 
supervened  a  violent  attack.  Then  the  case 
will  call  for  the  above  named  dose  at  inter¬ 
vals  ot  from  two  to  three  hoars  till  profuse 
bilious  discharges  are  produced.  After  which 
in  either  case,  a9  above  noted,  follow  by 
prescription  No.  2.  Dose,  tablesuoontul 
every  hour  till  tho  remedy  is  all  taken. 

The  nature  ot  the  case  seeming  to  require, 
this  course  muy  be  repeated  in  twenty-four 
hours. 

As  adjuvants  to  the  foroaroing,  cold  water 
may  he  freely  brought  to  bear  against  the  in¬ 
tense  febrile  condition  of  the  system;  and 
lemous,  lemonade  or  cream  of  tartar  water 
may  be  used  Ireelv  as  a  beverage.

American  Innovations  in  London. 

[0.  C.  Fulton’s  Letter  to  the  Baltimore  Amer¬ 
ican.] 

Six  years  ago  ice  was  such  a  rarity  in  Lon¬ 
don  that  extra  charges  were  made  at  tho  ho¬ 
tels  if  a  glass  of  ice  water  was  called  for,  and 
in  most  cases  the  guest  had  to  wait  until 
some  could  be  sent  for.  An  Englishman  at 
that  time  considered  ice  water  unhealthy, 
and  looked  with  amazement  at  Americans 
who  persisted  in  calling  for  it.  It  was  then 
not  kept  at  the  taverns/  as  it  was  seldom  re¬ 
quired.  Now  the  waiters  go  around  at  the 
hotels  with  bowls  of  cracked  ice,  and  supply 
all  the  guests,  without  extra  charge.  That 
it  is  a  recent  innovation  is  evident  from  the 
fact  that  all  the  drinking  houses  in  the  city 
of  auy  character  have  cards  extending  across 
their  windows,  with  the  word 
“lee”  emblazoned  in  large  black 
letters  about  fifteen  inches  long. 
It  is  evidently  paraded  as  an  attrac¬ 
tion  to  customers.  American  whiskey  is  also 
a  new  card  in  their  windows.  AYhilst  dining 
in  a  restaurant  the  other  day  a  young  Eng¬ 
lishman  came  in  and  called  for  “a  go”  of 
American  whiskey.  They  brought  him 
about  a  half  tumberful,  which  he  swallowed 
down  raw.  His  red  nose  and  watery  eyes 
gave  evidence  that  he  was  not  a  stronger  to 
this  kind  of  drink.  Turning  to  the  bill  of 
fare  we  found  the  following  rates:  “A  go” 
of  brandy,  oue  shilling;  “a  half  go*’  of 
brandy,  sixpence;  “a  go”  of  whiskey,  six¬ 
pence;  “a  half  go”  of  whiskey,  three  pence; 
“ago”  of  gin,  four  pence,and  a  “naif  go,” 
two  pence.  Gin  is  the  favorite  drink  of  the 
topers,  but  whiskey  is  commencing  to  rival 
it.  lee  wagons  are  also  to  be  seen  iu  the 
streets  labelled  Newfoundland  ice.  It  is  of 
immense  thickness,  ranging  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  inches  and  as  clear  as  crystal.

pressiou  of  his  countenance, 
oadinary  size — not  as  long,  perhaps,  as  might 
be  expected  from  the  rest  of  the  f:ice;  tho 
chin  is  large  and  massive.  Prince  Bismarck 
has  said  of  himself,  that  he  was  “the  best 
hated  man  in  Europe.”  He  has,  indeed, 
many  furious  enemies  in  various  parts  of  tho 
yvorld:  in  his  own  country,  to  begin  with, 
among  the  Particularists,  the  Catholics,  and 
the  Socialists;  ana  again  at  Rome, in  Austria, 
and  in  France.  He  has  not  often  been  heard 
to  complain  of  this,  still  a  bright  intellect  can 
not  possess  the  knowledge  of  such  a  fact  with¬ 
out.  being  saddened  by  it.  Prince  Bismarck 
is  by  no  means  a  light-hearted  man.  Sorrow 
and  care  have  taken  up  their  abode  wit  h  him. 
They  throw  a  shadow  on  his  brow,  and  make 
themselves  felt  in  the  sound  of  his  voice,  and 
in  the  frequent  bitterness  of  his  hesitating 
speech.  He  is  no  longer  young;  he  fully  re¬ 
alizes  that  the  best  part  of  ffiis  life  is  gone, 
that  his  best  battles  have  been  fought;  and 
maybe  in  his  inner  heart  there  is  the  feeling 
that,  while  he  has  achieved  much  for  tho 
greatness  of  his  country,  he  has  done  out  lit¬ 
tle  for  his  own  happiness.  Sometimes,  when 
he  is  sitting  among  his  personal  and  intimate 
friends— he  has,  besides  his  family,  some 
five  or  six  of  these — free  Horn  all  restraint, 
smoking  his  long  pipe, patting  the  head  of  his 
huge  dog,  attending  listlessly  to  a  conversa¬ 
tion  going  on  around  him  in  subdued  tones, 
there  passes  over  his  cold  face  a  something 
like  a  transparent  veil,  behind  which  his 
hard  features  relax  and  take  ai^  uulooked  f o* 
expression  of  wistful  sadness.  After  all, 
Otto  von  Bismarck,  a  child  of  the  Marches, 
where  his  family  has  been  known  since  the 
thirteenth  century,  is  a  thoroughbred  Ger¬ 
man.  Though  one  of  the  most  matter  of  fact 
men  the  world  has  ever  known,  he  carries 
within  his  breast  a  hidden  vein  of  deep  feel¬ 
ing;  and  though  that  feeling  is  certainly  not 
of  the  kind  which  gives  birtfi  to  morbid  sen¬ 
timentality,  and  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that 
young  Bismarck  ever  addressed  his  complain¬ 
ings  to  the  moou,  still  it  enables  him  to  feel 
keenly  all  that  a  sensible  heart  has  to  endure 
during  the  passage  through  life.

The  aisle  seats  were  all  filled,  and 
two  immense  galleries,  one  above  the  other, 
which  surround  the  long  and  broad  church 
both  befoi’e  aud  behind  the  rostrum,  were 
not  only  packed,  but  along  the  walls  hun¬ 
dreds  were  standing,  and  even  the  stairway 
to  the  rostrum  massed  with  people.  In 
times  long  past  3Ir.  Spurgeon  tvas  spoken  of 
as  a  sensational  preacher,  but  for  twenty- 
live  or  thirty  years  he  has  never 
failed,  morning  and  evening,  to  at¬ 
tract  such  gatherings  as  this,  and 
he  has  built  up  the  largest  and  most  power¬ 
ful  church  organization  In  London.  In  tho 
morniixg.  in  announcing  that  he  would 
preach  again  at  6  o’clock  this  evening,  be  re-- 
quested  the  congregation  and  pew-hoiders  to 
“stop  away”  and  let  others  who  were  desir¬ 
ous  to  be' present  occupy  their  places,  that 
his  sermon  was  not  intended  for  them,  and 
their  presence  was  not  desffied.  What  other 
minister  in  tlie  world,  with  six  thousand 
seats  at  his  disposal,  could  have  hazarded 
such  au  announcement  as  this?  The  weather 
was  also  threatening  raiu,  which  has  been 
coming  down  at  intervals  since  we  returned, 
but  be  will  have  a  packed  church  this  even¬ 
ing  notwithstanding.
